MORE THAN SCORE 

VESSELS ON SEARCH. 

Cordova, Alaska, May 1.—A score 
or more naval craft, braving an icy 
cule, are raking the coast of the Alas- 
ka peninsula in the search for Major 
rederick Martin, commander of the 
American round-the-world airplane 
flight, in the flag plane “Seattle.” 

Major Martin hopped off from Chig- 
rik shortly before noon Wednesday 
and headed through a snow-laden gale 
for Wutech Harbor, Unalaska, where 
his three flying subordinates and their 
planes awaited him. 

The snow soon hid him from the 
straining eyes of the watchers he had 
left behind, and since that time noth- 
ing has been heard of the “Seattle.” 

When no report of Martin reached 
here Thursday, the naval radio sta- 
tion broadcasted a call to all vessels 


ayin the vicinity to put to sea immedi- 


ately to find him. The coast guard 
eutter Algonquin is near the Shur.o- 
ein Islands and has been notiiied that 
the plane is missing. 

Besides the Algonquin, 
heen received from the coast guard 
survey boat Pioneer and the coast 
guard cutter Haida and tmfimerous 
gas boats that they are also engaged 
in the search.

Senate Adopts Confer- 
ence Report — When 
Lower Body Acts Bill 
Goes to President. 


Washington, May 1.--Without a 
record vote, the senate late Thursday 
adopted the soldier bonus insurance 
bill as agreed by the house and sen- 
ate conferees. After the house acts, 
probably Friday, the measure wil] go 
to the president. 

Before the vote was taken, Senators 
Underwood, of Alabama, and Reed, 
of Missouri, criticized the measure. 
The conferees made the provisions 
of the measure effective March 1, 
next, and struck out a senate amend- 
ment which would prevent the charg- 
ing of compound interest on loans 
made on bonus insurance policies. 

A slight flurry arose when the re- 
port of the conferees was pfesented. 
An effort by Senator Curtis, of Kan- 
sas, republican whip, to have it, ap- 
proved by the few senators who were 
present aroused objection, and a roll- 
call was ordered. 

Senator Underwood, of Alabama, 
who voted against the bill, declared 
that he wanted to express his objec- 
tion to the conference report because 
he opposed the legislation. Senator 
Harrison, of Missfssippi, author of 
the amendment to prevent compound 
interest being charged on loans when 
the soldier was in arrears on his 
payments, protested against this con- 
cession on the part of senate con- 
ferees, but said he would yote for the 
report. 

Senator Reed, of Missouri, who fa- 
vored a cash option in the bill, char- 
acterized the measure as “a breach 
of faith to the soldiers,” and said it 
would bring little benefit. 

“I think the soldiers are being put 
off with little less than a subterfuge 
and a fraud,” he declared.

Washington, May 1.—Further in- 
dications of a determination to force 
a vote on Henry Ford's bid for Mus- 
cle Shoals at this session of congress 
was given today by Senator Harrison, 
democrat, Mississippi, leader of the 
Ford. supporters. 

During the Muscle Shoals hearing 
of the senate agriculture committee, 
Senator Harrison urged more speed 
in the proceedings, pointing out that 
time was limited and at the present 
rate’ it would be difficult to bring 
the measure to a vote in the senate 
before adjournment. He insisted that 
the senate be allowed to accept or re- 
ject the measure, which has already 
passed the house. 

Near the close of today’s session 
of the senate, Chairman Norris intro-' 
duced another bill for the operation 
of Muscle Shoals. The bill was pre- 
pared by James T. Lloyd, Washington 
attorney, former representative frem 
Missouri, who described it as a com- 
promise between government and pri- 
yate owenrship. 

Offers Bill as Compromise. 

Mr. Lloyd said he offered the bill 
as a suggestion for solving the Muscle 
Shoals problem and that he did not 
represent any special interests. The 
Lloyd proposal would create the Fed- 
eral Chemical corporation with a 
capital of $10,000,000, and with stock 
ownership limited to American citi- 
zens. It would lease Muscle Shoals 
for 50 years, and make additions to 
the property from government plans 
at the government's expense. 

Five directors, three appointed by 
the president and two by the secre- 
fary of agriculture, would control the 
corporation. None of the directors 
weuld be allowed to own stock and the 
secretary of treasury would have 
supervision over the corporation simi- 
lar to his present control over banks. 

Fertilizer and power would be pro- 
duced and distributed and the prop- 
erty held intact for the manufacture 
of explosives in time of war. Dur- 
ing the first year, the government 
would appropriate $1,000,000 to de- 
fray expenses, and after that the op- 


erating costs would come from profits 

from the sale of fertilizer and power.

Columbia, S. C., May 1-—W. H. 
Tiller, of this city, died in a local 
hospital late tonight from iwjuries re- 
ceived in yesterday's storm, when he 
was crushed under a falling building 
on his farm at Adams Mill, near 
here. His death brought total fatali- 
ties in Richland county to 23 and in 
the state of 76. Organizing for re- 
lief measures a central committee to 
administer statewide aid to the hun- 
dreds of injured and the thousands. of 
homeless was formed late today at a 
conference attended by Governor 
Thomas G. McLeod, state officials 
and representatives of the American 
Red Cross. 

Surveys instituted in the dozen 
windswept communities today were 
well on their way tonight to deter- 
mine needs of the destitute in the 
centers of distress where estimates 
placed property lesses at well above 
the million mark. Severely injured 
in various hospitals are expected to 
swell the roll of dead. 


FIFTH NAME ADDED 
TO N. C. DEATH ROLL. 

Raleigh, N. C.; May 1.—The death 
toll from yesterday’s tornado was in- 
creased to five in North Carolina to- 
night when the four-day-old infant of 
Mr. and Mrs. W. B. Johnson suc- 
cumbed to injuries received at Bynum, 
N. C., when a sawmill! was destroyed. 

Earlier in the day. the death of a 
negro woman had been reported from 
Martin county, where the tornadic 
disturbances did their greatest dam- 
age in the state, and last night Mr. 
and Mrs, Dave Blalock and their 16- 
year-old son, Charles. were killed 
when the sawmill at Bynum was de- 
stroyed. 

Women and Children Jilled. 

Dead and injured and many of 
those unhurt were picked up by the 
winds and hurled through the air 
hundreds of feet. Miles of telephone 
and telegraph lines were torn down, 
hundreds of dwellings and other build- 
ings were ripped from their founda- 
tions and demolished, trees were up- 
rooted and numbers of live stock were 
killed; while bridges were washed 
away and roads flooded in many sec- 
tions by torrential rains which ac- 
companied the storm, 


Women and children made up a 
large part of the known dead. 

Entire communities were destroyed 
in some sections and there was not 
a place in the storm’s path which 
escaped wholly unscathed. 


Carolina Suffers Most. 

In South Carolina, where the. tor- 
nadoes were most disastrous, Horrell 
Hill, 12 miles from Columbia, was 
wrecked, 17 being killed and numbers 
of others more or less seriously hurt. 
Among the dead were four school boys 
who with 75 other pupils were buried 
beneath the wreckage of the school- 
house when it was demolished. 


Eight persons, five of them children, 
were killed and more than a score 
injured when they were trapped in 
their crashing houses at Anderson. 
Nearly 50 residences were razed in 
the Riverside Hill village, near there, 
while numbers of dwellings in the 
city proper were demolished. 


Ficklen, Ga., Wiped Out. 


At Florence, 15 persons met death, 
50 were injured and 30 houses were 
destroyed by the storm which en- 
tered the county from the west 
and cut a swath 300 yards wide to 
the Atlantic coast, 30 miles away. An 
undetermined number of negroes are 
reported missing. Other fatalities in- 
cluded 12 in Sumter county, six in 
Lee county, six in Lexington county, 
one in Darlington county and one 
in Columbia. Many of the dead and 
injured are negroes. 

The village of Fickflen, Ga., near 
Augusta, virtually was wiped off the 
map, when the storm struck there, 
killing the postmaster and -injuring 
many and destroying nearly every 
building. 

Georgia Towns Hit. 


Many other points in Georgia were 
struck by the storm, including Law- 
renceville, where one was killed and 
several persons were injured. Avail- 
able reports chronicle no further loss 
of life. 

In Alabama, a white child and four 
negroes were killed at Union Springs; 
four negroes were killed at Opelika; 
10 negroes were killed near Clio; a 
white woman was killed near Roanoke 
and many suffered injuries in three 
other localities. Heavy rains flooded 
streams in various parts of the state 
to overflowing, shing away bridges 
and damaging highways. i 
As the storm spread with undimin- 
ished fury into North Carolina, a 
white man, his wife and son were 
killed near Bynum and eight persons 
injured. Two children were slightly 
hurt at Charlotte. At Robertsoriville, 
near Rocky Mount, nearly two score 
were hurt, several buildings, including 
two churches, were destroyed, while 
word of possible other casualties in 
localities cut off by the storm was ex- 
pected momentarily by relief workers. 

Many Escape Narrowly. 

Damage in Virginia was reported 
early today to have been confined to 
comparatively slight property damage 
and minor injuries to four persons 
near Maplewood. 

Freak antics of the storm, together 
with many miraculous escapes from

tually every part of the  hurricane- 
swept area. At Anderson, S. C., the 
wind picked up a street car, and laid 
it on its side in a yard, 50 feet away, 
probably fatally injuring one of its

There are still 10 injured persons 
in a local hospital, but all are expect- 
ed to recover.

Funeral services for Mrs. Nellie B. 
Holt and her six-month-old baby, wife 
of L. BE. Holt, who were killed in the 
storm, will be held Friday. The body 
is awaiting the arrival of a relative 
in New York, who is expected here 
tomorrow. The service will be held 
at the East Macon Baptist church. 
Interment will be in Evergreen ceme- 
tery, 

The local chapter of the Red Cross 
and the organized service society ar- 
ranged yesterday for the homeless to 
be cared for during the night. Tem- 
porary homes have been provided for 
all. The t need at the present 
time is clothing for children ranging 
from two to 16 years of age.

ALABAMA PREPARES 
TO BURY 11 DEAD. 

Birmingham, Ala., May 1.—Sever- 
al sections of Alabama were. busy to- 
day burying their dead and caring 
for the injured and homeless follow- 
ing the devastating tornadoes of Wad- 
nesday. Eleven are known dead and 
the property loss is estimated at 
$500,000. More than a score were 
maimed for life. 

Striking first at Greenville, the 
storm moved eastward and northward 
hitting Opelika, Union Springs and 
Chambers county before passing into 
Georgia. Af Greenville several busi- 
ness houses blew down and the home 
of C. E. Poole was demolished. Mrs. 
Poole and three sons were injured, 
the woman seriously. 

In Opelika the tornado struck a 
negro section where cabin after cabin 
was mowed down. Three were killed 
and 15 injured. The chamber of com- 
merce was busy today extending aid 
to the stricken. In Bullock county 
near Union Springs another negro 
settlement was swept, four deaths re- 
sulting. At Clio two more _ negroes 
were victims. — 

The tornado was at its worst in 
Chambers county just before passing 
into Georgia. Dwellings were unroof- 
ed, barns destroyed, livestock killed 
and timber twisted to splinters. 

In this section the two-story resi- 
dence of T. B. Slagle was razed. His 
sister, Miss Delia Slagle, was instant- 
ly killed. No hope is held out for Sla- 
gle’s son, Tom, who was blown 200 
yards by the force of the wind. The 
only other white person killed was the 
kaby of Tom Works, at Opelika.

Up to the close of business on April 
30, the automobile department in the 
uffice of the secretary of state had 
collected $2,117,136.33 in automobile 
tag licenses for the year 1924. 

This sum is $301,001.19 more than 
was collected in the same period qur- 
ing 1923, and is close to the total col- 
lection for the entire twelve months 
of last year, which was $2,156,406.08. 
It is probable that total collections 
for this year will run above $2,5UU.- 
000, as it is estimated probably 15 
per cent of the total number of motor 
vehicles are delinquent in purchasing 
tags this year. 

For the first time, delinquent car 
owners will be subject this year to 
collection of their’ automobile licenses 
by the state revenue department and, 
when paid this way, a penalty of 20 
per cent adidtional license is charged. 
This department was created by the 
legislature last year for the purpese 
of collecting all delinquent special 
taxes, and began operations on Juan- 
uary 1 last. Under the law, delin- 
quent automobile tax payers ‘become 
liable to the more expensive collection 
under this department May 1.

It is with considerable reluctance 
that I include in the medicine cup- 
board a physie of any kind, for fear 
that in doing so I may encourage the 
puysic habit or perhaps give a wrong 
impression that certain physices—the 
ones I snuggest—are all right to take 
whenever one desires a physic. I 
dont believe such medicine exists. 
But I do nevertheless suggest two 
physies for the medicine cupboard, 
namely, phenolpthalein tablets and 
Seidlitz powders. The phenolphtha- 
lein is a compromise with the popu- 
lar notion that one must take some- 
thing to “regulate the bowels.” The 
Seidlitz powders age essentiat-in a 
household outfit. ‘% 

Phenolphthalei 
ly in water thou 
and an alcoholic solution is common- 
lv used as an “indicator” of chemical 
reactions—the solution’ turns a_ bril- 
liant red when the reaction becomes 
alkaline. Phenolphthalein came into 
use as a laxative accidentally. If 
was used in wine to impart color, and 
persons who drank much of the wine 
noticed the laxative effect, which was 
finally traced to the phenolphthalein. 

The effect is mild. nongripping, and 
rather less from irritation than is the 
effect of castor oil. The phenolph- 
thalein is so slightly soluble that 
lozenges or tablets must be chewed 
thoroughly or else finely powdered 
to insure the effect. although it is 
true that phenolphthalein increases 
peristalsis by merely irritating the in- 
testine and most of it is eliminated, 
not absorbed into the system as are 
the more objectionable physies. Still. 
when phenolphthalein is freely taken 
a little is absorbed and eliminated 
through the kidneys, imparting a pink 
or red color to the urfne if the urine 
happens to be alkaline. The medicine 
practically not poisonous in 
dose, even though now and then cer- 
tain individuals manifest an idiosyn- 
erasy toward phenolphthalein, perhaps 
developing a skin rash from the drug. 

For child or adult one or two grains 
of phenolphthalein in tablet. or 
lozenge, well masticated or finely 
powdered, is the dose, for a mild laxa- 
tive effect. That is all. It is pref- 
erable, I think, for occasional use, to 
the physies which are commonly re- 
sorted to, yet I certainly do not mean 
fo suggest that it is in-any sense a 
remedy or cure for constipation. It 
is merely a makeshift, a temporary ex-

Granted to Southeast

Editor Constitution: From time to time 
in the recent past The Constitution has 
catried news items and editorials upon 
the question of hemeseekers’ rates, and, 
as you are doubtless aware, while the 
southezatern carriers have opposed the re- 
introduction of such rates, nevertheless, 
after a series of conferences with repre- 
sentatives of real estate boards and others 
who were advocating the homeseekers’ 
rates, the carriers reeently authorized a 
rate of one fare plus $2 for the round-trip 
from the Potomac, Ohio and Mississippi 
river gateways, north of and including 
Memphis, to practically all southeastern 
territory tickets good for parties of five 
or more traveling together to be sold on 
the first and third Tuesdays of each month 
Apirl to November, 1924, inclusive, also 
the first Tuesday in December, with final 
limit of 21 days in addition to date of 
sale, and with certain stop-over privileges 
in each direction. 

This action on the part of the carriers 
was practically a full compliance with all 
features of the request made upon them 
excepting one; i. ¢., that tickets be sold to 
individual passengers instead. of five’ or 
more traveling together on one ticket. As 
to the merits of this feature, an honest 
difference of opinion exists, and as. some 
of the articles and editorials which your 
paper has carried on this subject have made 
specific references to this particular fea-

Springfield, Mass., May Y.—A _ pe- 
tition to congress to permit no modi- 
fication of the prohibition amendment 
was approved unanimously by the 
general conference of the Methodist 
Episcopai church at its meeting here 
today. , 

The resolution, proposed by Judge 
Charies A. Pollock, delegate from 


North Dakota, was amended before 
passage to include a request to the 
board of bishops for a committee to 
carry the petition to the. judiciary 
committee of the senate and ask for a 
hearing in congress. 

Attempts to emasculate’ and de- 
stroy the effect of the prohibition 
amendment were being made, Judge 
Pollock’s resolution declared, and the 
general conference desired to remind 
congress that the amendment was 
“not a mere piece of political ma- 
chinery.” 

“This conference urges congress,”’ 
the resolution read in part, “not to 
permit any change in the content of 
liquor as prescribed in the amend- 
ment, believing that any such change 
would render more difficult the en- 
forcement of the law. The 
Methodist Episcopal 
all its members, both in and out of 
congress, to do their full duty.” 

Speaking in support of the reso- 
lution, W. H. Van Benschoten, of the 
New York conference delegation, as- 
sailed President Nicholas Murray 
Butler, of Columbia university, for 
his attack last Tuesday on the pro- 
hibition law, which, he said, was 
“amazing and shocking the country 
today.” 

Dr. Clarence T. Wilson, corre- 
sponding secretary of the board of 
temperance and public morals of the 
church, who yesterday attacked Dr. 
Butler for his stand, then moved the 
amendment providing for the appoint- 
ment of a committee by the board of 
bishops. 

“Prohibition has already wrought 
the moral miracle of the twentieth 
certury,” he declared, amid applause 
from the floor. “It has made the gi- 
gantic liquor trust an_ outlaw 
wherever our flag flies. Men have to 
hunt liquor now instead cf being 
hunted by it. Let the Methodists 
send word around the world that our 
millions of members are not backing 
down and that there will never be a 
line taken from the prohibition law 
with their consent.” 

Frank Mason North, of New 
York. corresponding secretary of the 
board of foreign missions, then moved 
that the resolution be sent to the mod- 
erator of the general assembly of the 
Presbyterian church for presentation 
nt that hedy’s meeting in Grand 
Rapids.

In the throes of literary composi- 
tion, the young author seems to have 
committed a literary foot-fault as the 
hig sentence of his essay on the sub- 
ject, the sentence in which he sug 
gests a compromise, shows grammati 
cal Jopsidedness as follows: “If at 
present or any time in the future 
through public opinion, and the suc- 
cess of every game depends upon 
publie opinion, shows that a chanze is 
desirable, the majority of members of 
the association can always modify 
or revoke any unpopular or undesir- 
able rule.’’ 

Depends on Vigor. 


The United States Lawn Tennis 
association gave out Richards’ coin- 
position, weieh was in the form of a 
Jetter to George W. Wightman, presi- 
dent of the association.

Declares Bout 


Will Be Staged September 6; 
Firpo Negotiations Stopped 


New York, May 1.—(By the Asso 
ciated Press.) —Jack Dempsey wil] de- 
fend his world’s heavyweight crown 


against Harry Wills, giant negro con- 
tender, in a twelve-round match at 
Boyle’s Thirty Acres, Jersey City, on 
the afternoon of September 6. 

This announcement, paving the way 
for fulfillment of a goal Wills has 
sought for nearly three years, -~was 
made today by Tex Rickard after he 
called off all negotiations with Luis 
Angel Firpo, temperamental Argen- 
tine, who has announced his retire- 
ment from the ring and has rejected 
the promoter’s $500,000 offer for bat- 
tles with Wills and Dempsey. 

Wills already has signed with Rick- 
ard for a series of matches leading 
up to a title bout with Dempsey, 
while the promoter declared he had 
an agreement assuring him the cham- 
pion’s services, despite a statement 
credited in Los Angeles today to Jack 
Keans, the titleholder’s manager, that 
he had not yet made such arrange- 
ment, Rickard admitted that articles 
with Kearns and Dempsey had not 
yet been signed, but asserted he 
would have no difficulty coming to a 
final understanding with them. 

Ilowever, beofre Wills steps into 
the ring with Dempsey in what ob- 

rvers believe would be another “‘bat- 
He of the century.” he must hurdle 
two obstacles now in his path, “The 
brown panther of New Orleans” is 
matched for a 15-round contest with 
Bartley Modden, New York heavy- 
weight, on May 12 at the Queens- 
boro A. C., and also, under Rickard’s 
auspices, to box either Quintin Ro- 
mero, Chilian heavyweight, or Er- 
minio Spalla, Italian, who holds the 
European heavywelght title, at 
Boyles’ Thirty Acres, probably on 
June 21. 

Ring experts are confident Wills 
will emerge triumphant from these 
tests, but expect him to meet his stif- 
fest opposition from Romero, who will 
be picked to meet the big negro if he 
survives successfully his first Amert- 
ean trial May 9 at Madison Square 
Garden with Floyd Johnson, Iowa 
heavyweight, as an opponent. Spalla, 
who was knocked out by Firpo in 14! 
rounds at Buenos Aires recently, has 
not yet arrived in this ecuntry. 

Has Good Record. 

The matching of Wills and Demp- 
sey is the culmination of one of the 
most unusual chapters; in heavyweight 
history. Nearly three years ago the 
negro attracted attention by cutting 
a wide swath through the ranks of 
the division and established himself 
as a prominent contender. In July,

New York, May 1.—Sharp rallies 
in Liberty bonds which mounted in 
unusually active trading to the high- 
est levels of the year today measured 
the bond market’s response to the 
reduction in the New York federal re- 
serve bank’s rediscount rate. For the 
first time this year active*issues sold 
at par, or higher, while the treasury 
obligations, known as the “Mellons, 
reached a new high price of 102, the 
highest ever recorded, and the heavy 
buying of the government’s bonds was 
extended to domestic corporation is- 
sues, Which scored substantial gains 
for the day, despite the outbreak of 
profit taking in the late trading. 
Sales, totaling more than $16, 000, 
almost double the volume of 'the pre- 
ceding day, gauged the market’s activ- 
ity. Fractional recessions took place 
in the foreign list, although Serbian 
Ss again duplicated their °1924 high 
and Bolivian 8s were strong on re- 
ports of a new $10,000,000 loan. The 
scramble for Liberty bonds, which de- 
veloped at the opening of the market, 
followed the payment of premiums in 
over-the-counter trading as soon as 
the cut in the bank rate was an- 
nounced. The advance was accentu- 
ated during the day by the drop in 
call funds to 3 1-2 per cent, 
amounting in some instances to more 
than 50 cents for each $100 bond. 

With these issues attaining new 
high levels and short term securities 
virtually disappearing from the mar- 
ket, buyerg turned their attention to 
high-grade and speculative railroad 
mortgages which rapidly forged ahead. 
American Telephone bonds moved up 
in response to the 10 per cent raise 
in telephone rates granted in New 
York. Copper issues gave the best 
demonstration of strength among in- 
dustrials. 

Public offering is expected within 
the next two weeks of a $45,630,000 
equipment issue to be issued jointly 
by the N. Y. C., Big Four, Michi- 
gan Central and Cincinnati Northern 
railroads.

IN WHEAT MARKET 


Chicago, May 1—With purchases 
of wheat here for mills the best in 
some weeks and with new private crop 
estimates bullish, the wheat market 
today scored a moderate advance. 
Prices closed firm, 1-4@3-8 to 3-4@ 
7-8e net higher, May 103 7-8 to 103 7-8 
@104 and July 1057-8 to 106. Corn 
finished at 1-8e off to 1l-4ce gain, oats 
at 1-4 cent decline to 1-8 cent ad- 
vance, and provisions showing a rise 
of 2 to 10 cents. 

Notwithstanding that deliveries on 
May wheat contracts today, 3,851,00U 
bushels, were a good deal heavier than 
had been expected, the market dis- 
played an upward tendency soon aft- 
er the opening, and although prices 
then for a while became easier the 
advance was resumed in the last hour 
with considerable buying of July here 
against sales at Winnipeg. Senti- 
ment was more or less influenced by 
word that millers’ buying in Chicagu 
aggregated 400,000 bushels and by 
gossip that 1,000,000 bushels of the 
wheat delivered in Chicago on May 
contracts would be shipped to eastern 
mills. 

Besides, according to a leading crop 
expert, the domestic spring wheat 
acrgige this season has been reduced 
to 16,400,000 acres, the’ smallest to- 
tal since 1897. Other unofficial crop 
figures issued today suggested a do- 
inestic winter wheat yield of 560,000,- 
QO0O bushels, about 12,000,000 bush- 
els less than was harvested in 1923. 
Morevver, reports were at hand that 
Canadian and Argentine offerings at 
Liverpool were dearer, that Germany 
was in need of much wheat, and that 
the 1923 wheat crop in France had 
been greatly overestimated. 

In corn as well as in wheat, large 
deliveries on May centracts failed to 
have much effect, as the grain went 
into strong hands. Oats met with 
good demand on all setbacks. 

An advance in hog values gave the 
provision market a lift. Provision 
deliveries were considered small.

Rediscount Rate Cut Failed 


To Surprise Street, Says Barnum 


BY R. L. BARNUM. 

New York, May 1.—Wall street 
as a whole was not only surprised at 
the reduction in the rediscount rate 
of from 4 1-2 per cent to 4 per cent, 
announced late yesterday by the New 
York federal reserve bank, but it was 


surprised today that this announce- 
ment was not more of a stock mar- 
ket factor. Stocks opened off a frac- 
tion and then moved back and forth 
In a harrow margin until late in the 
day when a much stronger tone de- 
veloped. Boston and Philadelphia are 
expected to follow the action of the 
federal reserve bank here. 

It was not the tight money but 
over-prodyction of raw and finished 
goods that caused the stock market 
to begin declining about the middle 
of last February. Hence, until this 
has been corrected, easy money is not 
going to bring about a sustained up- 
ward price movement in stocks. The 
feeling in the best banking circles 
here is that the federal reserve bank 
lowered its rediscount rate because 
it could no longer ignore the heavy 
gold imports and the slowing down 
in general trade and at the same 
time keep in line with actual money 
market conditions.

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BANKERS END 
FOUR-DAY MEET 


Augusta, Ga., May 1.—Further 
hearings on committee reports and a 
rejection of the McNary-Haugen bill 
for agricultural relief completed the 
business of the four-day meet of the 
executive council of the American 
Bankers’ association held at the Bon 
Air-Vanderbilt hotel here this week. 
Walter W. Head,. president of the 
American Bankers’ association, pre- 
siding officer over the council meet- 
ing, formally adjourned the spring 
session this afternoon. 

Urging that th council go on rec- 
ord as opposing the MeNary-Haugen 
bill. George E. Roberts, vice presi- 
dent of the National City Bank of 
New York, and a member of the eco- 
nomic policy commission of the as- 
sociation, pointed out that “this meas- 
ure is fundamentally a_ price-fixing 
measure, a measure for the regula- 
tion of prices. 

Measure Ineffective. 

“If anything in economic experience 
and history is settled, it is that price- 
fixing measures do not only accom- 
plish the results that are expected of 
them but that they accomplish or ef- 
fect 2 great many results that are un- 
foreseen and are undesirable. My 
opinion is that this bill will have 

ore undesirable results than it is 
possible for anybody to foresee. 

“Every case of low prices,” contin- 
ued Mr. Roberts; “is the result of a 
certain cause, of a certain unbalanced 
relationship between production and 
consumption, between demand and 
supply and in order to accompiish 
any permanent relief you have got to 
alter that cause. 

Work of Coancil 

“Finally the purpose of this bill is 
to restore the pre-war ratio between 
products. Now. 
gentlemen, that is not part of the 
function of the government and it 1s 
beyond the power of the government, 

“The theory is that we are going 
to raise the prices of farm products 
nnd that all other products are going 
to remain the same. That is an en- 
tirely irrational opinion. There 1s no 
renson to suppose that if you raise 
the prices of farm products all other 
prices will remain the same.” 

Outstanding work of the council 
was action relative to the senate’s 
position of the Japanese immigration 
bill, rejection of the MeNary-Haugen

Provided, however, that if 
suction fans or similar devices are 
installed in sueh places by which 
flies or other insects may be kept 
therefrom, withont the use of screens, 
such devices shall be held to be in 
compliance with this ordinance. 

“That all peddlers of fruits and veg- 
etables licensed by the city of Atlanta, 
or granted permission for euch busi- 
ness shall have tops to their wagons 
and shall furthermore have their wag- 
ons screened so as to prevent the in 
gress of flies or access by same to 
avticles of food contained in said 
wagons and peddled therefrom.”

TOKIO PARADERS 
WATCHED BY POLICE. 

Tokio, May 1.—(By the Associated 
Press.)—Under the watchful eye of 
3.000 police reserves and with other 
officers stationed at strategic points, 
more than 10,000 workers paraded 
through Tokio at noon today in one 
of the most picturesque and orderly 
May day labor demonstrations wit- 
nessed here. 

An unexpected thrill occurred when 
a naval balloon, sailing over the city, 
was forced down at the busiest inter- 
section amid crowds awaiting the sing- 
ing marchers. The airship, which 
broke electric tram wires and held up 
traffic for a time, was slightly dam- 
aged, but no one Was injured. 

Police walked at the head, sides and 
rear of the procession and mingled 
in squads with the marchers to keep 
the situation in hand. 

The most popular air of the march- 
ing thousands was a labor hymn sung 
to the tune of “Maryland, My Mary- 
land.” Songs of a red tinge had been 
forbidden by authorities. 


The demonstration opened in the 
morning with an open air mass meet- | 
ing which was attended by about | 
15,000, including many women. A | 
resolution condemning American im- 
migration legislation was referred to a 
committee. 

One speaker.was arrested when he 
attempted to discuss the alleged slay- 
ing of workers and radicals by- police 
during excitement following the earth- 
quake. disaster. By way of precaution, 
police at daybreak had arrested 10 
radical leaders and enjoined known | 
anarchists to remain at home. 

The May day celebration was on a | 
nation-wide seale, demonstrations also 
being held at Osaka and other indis- | 
trial centers. These were enthusiastic 
but apparently orderly.

Rome, May 1.—May 1 passed al- 

most unobserved in Rome with all the 
shops open and working going on vir- 
tually as usual.

Monument Is Unveiled 
To First Protestant 
Landing in America 


Mayport, Fla.. May 1.—As an open- 
ing feature of the Huguenot-Walloon 
tercentary celebration, a monument 
commemorating the landing of Jean 
Ribaut, French explorer and Protes- 
tant pioneer, was unveiled here this 
afternoon. 

On a sand mound overlooking the 
St. John’s river and the Atlantic 
ocean, Ribaut and his party, the first 
Protestants to Jand on North Ameri- 
can soil, knelt and offered thanks for 
safe guidance across the sea. ‘Lie 
party landed 362 years ago today. 

On landing, Ribaut erected a shaft 
claiming the new land for France and 
Protestantism. Thé monument un- 
veiled this afternoon was a replica of 
the shaft erected by Ribaut, long since 
removed by cime. The unveiling was 
under the auspices of the Florida 
chapter of the Daughters of the 
American Revolution and was at: 
tended by many notables, including 
members of the Huguenot-Walloon 
commission.
